Christmas surely did play havoc 
with the circulation of books dur- 
ing December. “The day before 
Christmas’! is.no. myth at the li- 
brary, as the “circulation “testifies, 
55. books and no magazines was 
the’ sam. total on ~-Thursday—-the 
smallest circulation for one day 
for years! And but’ two juvenile 
books .among them, one for the 
city and one for the county free 
library. The day after Christmas 
—that is another story—265 total. 

The grand total circulation for 
December was. 2963 (the month 
closed December 26th) and of this 
271 were magazines and four pam- 
phiets; 56 books were accessioned 
and 7 withdrawn, leaving on the 
shelves and ‘in circulation. 7539. 
The membership was increased 28, 
but because the borrowers’ cards 
are going through a weeding out 
process for six months, 82 cards 
were withdrawn, leaving in good 
standing 2473 members. 112 books 
were mended, 16 rebound and two 
magazines bound. Sunday attend- 
ance keeps up, the number of vis- 
itors at the library for December 
being 136.

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Australia’s New Capital 
(Los Angeles Times) 

Next year will mark a new epoch in Aus- 
tralian history. Its capital city is to be 
moved from Melbourne to Canberra, which, 
like Washington, has been ereated expressly 
for this purpose. 

Interstate jealousy has proved just as po- 
tent a factor for the federated provinees of 
Australia as it did for the Confederacy in 
this country before we became the United 
States of America. New York was our origi- 
nal capital, just as Melbourne has been theirs. 
All our Confederate states were just as jeal- 
ous and suspicious of New York state as the 
Australian provinces have been of Victoria, 
of which Melmourne is also the state eapital. 

So, just as we had to form the District of 


Columbia, creating neutral territory ceeded 
by the sates for that purpose, in which to 
build our federal government eity—hopefully 
supposed to be far removed from the machi- 


nations of Wall Street—so Australia has ere- 
ated a neutral zone 204 miles from Sydney, 
429 miles from Melbourne, 912 miles from 


Brisbane where to build Canberra. 
Peter the Great of Russia was probably in- 
spired by the same motives and necessit¥ 


when he created the great city of St. Pe- 
terburg upon land wrested from the Swedes 
and removed his capital from Moscow to the 
Baltic—for the greater efficiency of federal 
vovernment, with no unfair advantage to the 
Moscow district. 

If the best hopes for Australia’s Canberra 
are realized it will ultimately take rank with 
the great created capitals 6f the world.. A 
lovely site has been chosen, 2000 feet above 
sea level, in a fertile basin surrounded by 
hills. Years have been spent in securing the 
best architectural plans. And the federal 
building, now almost completed, will be- a 
fine permanent structure, the very best that 
Australia ean produce. For the present the 
bungalows, Premier’s residerice, schools, hos- 
pitals are of a more temporary nature, al- 
though the landscape gardening, the parks, 
trees. shrubbery, flowers tested for climate 
are also a permanent feature. 

The migration from Melbourne to Canberra 
is to take place next spring, when the capi- 
tal will spring into life and being with over 
6000 inhabitants—government officials an’ 
tehir families, police, teachers, health work- 
ers. Roads, bridges, water supply, telegraph 
and telephone systems have all involved a 
prodigious outlay for a country whose bor- 
rowings and public debt have reached stag- 
gering dimensions—and for this reason no 
extravagant frills have been added and the 
administration heads and government offi- 
cials will be required to return, quite consid- 
erably to the ‘‘simple life.’’ There won’t be 
any avenues of smart shops, stylish theatres, 
handsome club buildings for years to come. 
Canberra will represent exclusively the vital 
essentials of civilization, devoid of all the ap- 
purtenanees of profligate parties and gilded 
eafe scenes. A Spartan city, which may or 
may not be able to live up to Spartan rigors 
—whose distinguishing traits, we are told, 


were ‘‘severity, resolution, perseverance”’ 
and extremely plain, harsh living.

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College Requirements

If there is in America today another Abra- 
ham Lincoln, the same in mental equipment 
and potentialities—he will be denied a col- 
lege edueation, 

Every year some thousands of boys and 
girls who leave high school with a desire to 
continue their education, specializing in one 
line perhaps, find the college campus locked. 
Tt is necessary, before they pass the gates, 
that they possess a certain number of credits, 
that they have satisfied as to their ’ abilities 
a certain number of teachers in as many 
courses. The result is, the rounded student, 
the one who knows a little or much in all of 
his studies, ean go ahead. The student who 
excels in one line and is weak in another, 
must accept as final a decree that he is not 
to develop those abilities wherein lies his 
interests and ambitions. 

This is no easy outside criticism of college 
entrance requirements. It is. the opinion of 
many educators, among them Frank D. Boyn- 
ton, superintendent of schools at Tthica, who 
spoke before the teachers in their meeting at 
the Oakland auditorium this week. 

Moreover. it is the opinion of many thou- 
sands of parents who have watched their 
children in those formative high school years, 
have seen them take suddenly to English or 
mathematics, witnessed the growing desire 
to advance, and builded hopes for the career 
in the making, only to have those hopes re- 
moved by a ruling which says the one who 
is not gifted in all lines must stop at the col- 
lege gates. The boy or girl on the way to be 
a writer or a teacher in English, Latin, or 
history, must give up university training be- 
cause he did not pass in algebra and geome- 
try. The lad who might be a great engi- 
neer or chemist, is balked because his com- 
positions in English class were below the re- 
quired grade. 

A few years ago when this point was 
brought up by an educator it was considered - 
revolutionary. Today the teachers are fore- 
most in arguing for a change in college en- 
trahee requirements which will recognize the 
individual, eliminate the artificial, and devote 
itself to supplying the educational needs of 
youth.

From many states had gone up protest 
against the suggestions of eastern states, 
and at first viewed with favor by the. Presi- 
dent, that the federal government should re- 
treat from thé policy of extending aid to 
highways adopted as roads of importance to 
the entire country. 

The west called attention to its financial 
_ inability to build transcontinental highways 
through regions largely made up of goverh- 
ment land, and California ‘advanced the 
theory that if federal aid were withdrawn 
then Congress should cede to the state the 
vast areas still owned by the government. 
Mucelr of this land is of little value, that is 
true, but much of it likewise contains oil 
from whith the government exacts a royalty. 
If California were to be given the state lands 
as Texas, for instance, was given them, there 
would need be no request for federal as- 
sistanee. a 

Chairman Toy of the State Highway Com- 
mission ably headed California’s forces of 
opposition against withdrawal of federal aid, 
for he early recognized theimpossibility of 
such western states as Arizona, Nevada, New 
Mexico, Utah and others completing trans- 
continental highways leading to California 
‘umless the federal government contributed.

Prospects for escaping the ex- 
pected yearly smudging of our 
district, with its attendant damage 
to homes and injury to health, are 
looming brighter and brighter with 
each passing day. A_ statement 
given out by John P. Coy, county 
horticultural commissioner, offers 
that San Bernardino County cit- 
rus growers may consider them- 
selves practically free from frost 
danger “after the first day of the 
new year.. He says that although 
surprise attacks have been sprung 
by Jack Frost later in the season, 
by the law of averages the safety 
point should be reached on that 
date. 

Cognizant of this fact, citrus 
men of the country are even more 
vigilant than hitherto this season. 
No damage has yet been reported 
in any San Bernardino County 
roves, but growers have not for- 
gotten the freeze which they ex- 
perienced last Christmas Eve. 

In citing the. only late frost 
visits of recent years, Mr. Coy 
recalled a freeze on January 20, 
1922. There was another on Jan- 
uary’1, 1913. 

Nearly all groves which are. re- 
garded as more or less exposed 
to frosts have been provided with 
smudge pots, said Coy. Other 
growers, however, consider the 
chances of. damage not sufficient 
to warrant expenditure of consid- 
erable sums for: protection, relying 
‘upon insurance alone. sar 

Smudge pots have not been used 
in the county yet this season, ex- 
cept by growers who have ignited 
{them to become certain the 

condition of the pots and to ‘give. 
> pots an application of soot, 
which makes relighting easier.
